office building. 
The displaced bar p a t r o n s 
have submitted tamely. Not one 
has erected a barricade or led

Hall to save his favorite saloon. 
In merrie Olde Englande, a ci­ 
vilized country, the replacement 
oi a decent tavern by a mer* 
commercial structure could hard­ 
ly happen 
at

“ Our inns and pubs are nation­ 
al institutions,*' said Fred Esgen 
who, with his wife Kathleen, op­ 
erates the Sussex Tavern in jol­ 
ly or London. “ They can t tear 
a pub down, or build a new* one, 
without government permission.” 
In a month-long tour of this 
country Fred 
and 
the 
missus 
have noted a number of similari­ 
ties and many 
differences 
be­ 
tween tavern life here and in 
their homeland. 
To begin with, most pubs in 
England are run by husband and 


wife teams, and the bartenders 
they hire are rosey-cheeked and 
wear dresses. 
“ A man likes to be served by 
a pretty girl,” said Mrs. Esgen. 
“ It s only natural.” 
The owner of a pub is called a 
publican. Presumably if he gets 
out of the 
business, 
and 
gets 
back in again he is then known 
as a republican. 
Licenses are hard to come by, 
and aren t available to bachelors 
or single ladies. Explaining the 
reason for the husband and wife 
learns, Mrs. Esgen said: 
“ It’s quite practical. The hus­ 
band can listen to the troubles 
of the feminine customers. The 
wife can listen to the troubles of 
the men customers." 
Britain picks her pubkeepers 
with more care than America 
does its college presidents.

Losing Money? 


Low Interest Rotes 
Bowing To Inflation 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK im — You can g e t I 
a higher return on the dollar you 
h iv e today than a year ago. But 
these higher interest rates are still 
too low in most instances to protect 
the saver's dollar from the re­ 
newed inroads of creeping infla-' 
Hon. 
Price rises mean that the doh I 
la r saved doesn’t buy as much 
later as it would when invested. 
Even add in the interest earned 
and most savers still fall behind 
in the race to hold even, let alone 
actual loss. 
The point of no return for the 
saver over the last IO years is fig- j 
ured today by the First National 
City Bank of New York in its De­ 
cem ber letter. 
This point is the annual rate of 
Interest which a man saving HOO 
in 1946 would have had to get, and I 
reinvest at compound interest, to 
have the sam e amount of pur­ 
chasing 
power now 
as 
he 
had 
when he invested. 
The rate is 3.4 per cent — pro­ 
vided he is free of income tax 
paym ents, lf he is in the 20 per 
cent income tax bracket, the point i 
of no return 
would 
be 4.3 per! 
cent and in a 40 per cent bracket 
3.7 per cent. To those lucky, or 
unlucky, enough to be in the 80 
per cent bracket, it would take 17 
per cent each of the IO years, and 
compounded, simply to hold even I 
with the depreciation of the dol­ 
lar over that period. 
But if a man bought a m arket­ 
able governm ent bond in 1946 the 
average return was 2 19 per cent 
and only of late has the yield risen 
to 3.27 per cent. If the man wanted 
to keep abreast of inflation 
he 
would have had to invest in some- j 
thing else. 


6,000 Ohio 
Teachers To 
Quit This Year 


WASHINGTON ^JP-Six thousand 
teachers in Ohio's public schools 
Will quit by the end of the school 
year, the National Education As­ 
sociation estim ates. 
That is about one tenth of all 
elem entary and secondary school 
teachers in the state. NEA said

Twenty per cent—M arriage or 
family reasons: 20 per cent—r e - j 
tirem ent; 12 per cenfc— moving to 
other states: 8 per cent—enter oth­ 
er em ploym ent; 40 per cent—m is­ 
cellaneous. 
NEA listed the average pay for 
an Ohio public school teacher at 
$4,400 a year. 
This com pares with the nation-! 
a1 average of $4,200. 
The survey also includes these 
other item s on the Ohio school sit­ 
uation as it exists today: 
Two per cent of the school chil­ 
dren cannot go to class full tim e 
because of a shortage of teachers 
or class rooms. 
There is a “ considerable" teach­ 
er shortage in rural elem entary 
schools, but “ practically none" in 
the urban elem entary and second­ 
ary schools. 
There is a “ considerable" short­ 
age of elem entary and secondary 
school buildings, both urban and 
rural, with 4,375 new classroom s 
needed either to reduce class sire 
or replace obsolete rooms. 
There are not enough men and 
women now training for teaching 
in Ohio to m eet the need for new 
teachers in the next three years.
